Menlo JC Opens Huge Building Program 


BuiBreaking Ground 


Ground has been broken for the 
construction of a new Commons 
Building for Menlo School and Jun- 
ior College at a cost of over $100,- 
000. Facing McBain avenue and 
located midway between the School 
and College, the Commons is the 
first step in a building program de- 
signed to link the original campus 
site with the recently acquired 
Douglass Hall, which houses the 
Menlo School, according to William 
E. Kratt, president of Menlo School 
and Junior College. 

The Commons, a one story build- 
ing in contemporary style, will have 
an exterior finish of soft, bleached 
Redwood with light sage green trim. 
Seating approximately 400 the in- 
terior is completely free of supports

in order to facilitate table arrange- 
ments. A folding partition will be 
installed so that the school and 
junior college divisions may be di- 
vided into separate dining rooms. 
Private dining rooms, located on an 
upper level at one end of the Com- 
mons room, will also be divided by 
folding partitions. 

The kitchen will be modern and 
up-to-date, with complete facilities 
for cafeteria service. Ample ventila- 
tion, and special consideration for 
employee conveniences have been 
provided. A separate room has been 
designed for the bakery. Special 
facilities and locker rooms have 
keen provided for student hashers. 
An additional wing will furnish stor- 
age facilities.

Mentlo}Park, Atherton Elections Are April 13 
Councilmen Hayes, Church Seek Re-election 


The Menlo Park and Atherton pol- 
itical pots began to simmer this 
week, as the time for filing of can- 
didates for municipal positions roll- 
ed around. 

The deadline for both filing of 
candidates and registration of vot- 
ers is March 4, a week from next 
Thursday. The elections will be held 
April 13. 

In Menlo Park, the terms of Coun- 
cilmen Daniel Hayes and Edward 
Church expire and both are run- 
ning for re-election. They were ap- 
pointed to their posts in December 
when Councilmen Robert Rhodes 
and Carl Noller resigned. 

Church is a resident of Felton 
Gables, a veteran of World War II, 
and at present agent superintendent 
of the Crum and Forester Fire In- 
surance Company in San Francisco. 

Hayes is president of the Menlo 
Chamber of Commerce and owner of 


the Security Plumbing Supply Co. 
of San Francisco. He lives at 1036 
Doyle Street. 

Church and Hayes are the only 
persons who have taken out papers 
for filing, but two other men have 
been mentioned as possible candi- 
dates, Steve Butler, local realtor, and 
Clayton Elliott, local attorney. 

Butler said this week he is con- 
sidering running, and issued the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“I have been asked to run by civic 
groups, but haven’t made up my 
mind to accept nomination as yet. 
Will render my decision at a later 
date. I am for long-range planning 
and everything that will benefit the 
majority of the people of Menlo 
Park.” 

Elliott said he was not interested 
in being councilman. 


In Atherton, terms of Mayor J. B. | 
Howell and Councilman Charles H. 


Merrill expire. Neither has taken 
out papers to file. Howell did not 
indicate whether or not he would 
run and Merrill said he hasn’t de- 
cided as yet. 

No other Atherton candidates have 
filed. 

Two other Menlo Park positions 
which will be open are those of city 
clerk and city treasurer. Mrs. Frank 
Becker, clerk, and Mrs. Frances Ma- 
loney, treasurer, expect to run for 
re-election.

To learn the opinions that students at Sequoia High School 
formed as a result of ‘world government week,’’ a poll was 
taken in the Basic Course classes last Tuesday and Wednesday, 
with the following results, as given to the Recorded. The three 
questions, with answers were: 


(1) Can the United States preserve Peace by maintaining a 
strong armed force? 
Yes 30%. No 66%. 


(2) Should the UN have the power to enforce its decisions? 


Undecided 4%. 


Yes 85%. No 12%. Undecided 3%. 
(3) Should the UN be revised so as to be a federal world 
government? 
Yes71%. No18%. Undecided 11%. 


In every way possible the Student Federalists acquainted 
the student body at Sequoia with the problems facing world 
peace today, and with the need for world government. Student 
speakers visited 15 of the Basic Course teachers’ classes. At 
two assemblies a skit describing the founding of the Student 
Federalist movement was presented, and members of the Na- 
tional Executive Council of United World Federalists spoke 
to one assembly and at a special Forum meeting. 


We find these poll percentages most interesting. We wish 
the answers to questions 2 and 3 had been 100% YES. But even 
more do we wish that somebody really KNEW the answer to 
question No. 1. 


Just reading this question brings up questions. How can 
we “preserve” (by any means) that which we do not have? There 
was a time when it was supposed that the alternative to War 
was Peace. No more! That antonym is antequated! The question 
might better have read, ‘Can the United States ward off War 
by maintaining a strong armed force?”’ 


In this form the query has long been drawing the fire of 
opposing opinions in our democracy. And, naturally, both sides 
argue from a psychological viewpoint. Part of us say that 
maintaining strong armed forces will give the impression to 
the rest of the world that we are preparing to fight, which is not 
conducive to friendly relations between nations. And part of us 
say that maintaining strong armed forces will warn the ag- 
gressive countries that it would be suicide for them to attack 
us, Which is not a happy thought for the totalitarian Com- 
munists. 


One thing seems reasonable, that it is easier to work 
toward a state of World Peace when there is no ‘fighting war’ 
going on. If strong armed forces can preserve a state of non- 
combat then maintaining them will be worth the price. It should 
not be too difficult to disband an army when the time comes 
that the United Nations, the World Federalists or some other 
form of FAIR PLAY gets into operation on a one-world basis. 


There are always individual criminals in positions of power 
in every democracy—men who are willing to exploit their fel- 
low mortals for selfish gains. This we must shamefully ackow- 
ledge and fervently deplore the while we feel thankful that 
high school children in San Mateo County are asked for THEIR 
opinions on the most important of governmental questions, and 
that all but 4% of them ‘‘thought’’ they knew the answers. 
Could this happen in the land of Stalin?

Last Friday night several mem- 
bers of our Planning Commission 
attended a talk in Palo Alto by L. 
Deming Tilton, city planning expert. 
Tilton covered various problems en- 
countered in city planning, and lat- 
er answered questions from the floor. 
One of these was as to the relative 
desirability of the “shoestring” or 
“retangular” commercial develop- 
ment. 
constituted modern practise. Then 
he described what he considered to 
be a model shopping center. It was 
a large block with the interior de- 
voted to parking space. Stores lined 
the perimeter of the block. Tilton 
pointed out that 85 per cent of the 
shopping is done by women. Women 
dislike crossing streets. 
shopping center as he described, the 
shopper would drive into the central 
parking area, leave the car, go into 
an adjacent store by way of the rear 
entrance, and then never leaving the 
sidewalk (except to cross the en- 
trance-ways into the parking area) 
have access to stores on all four 
sides of the block.

left to do any real planning work. 
; That is why the Menlo Park Plan- 
ning Commission has opened up the 
'whole zoning ordinance, and it hopes 
that as a result of lengthy hearings 
it can arrive at a zoning map that 
can stand unchanged for a consid- 
erable period of time. 


It was suggested by the Realty 
Board that the city hire a profes- 
sioner planner to draft a master plan 
for Menlo Park. This idea should 
; be given very serious consideration. 
I am in favor of such expenditures 
where I can see the city getting its 
money back with dividends. In our 
case we have to consider that the 
area of the city is relatively small, 
and most of the land use pattern is 
‘already established. This is true 
aiso of our major street pattern with 
the exception of the Willow Road 
extension. Santa Cruz is the main 
thoroughfare, with El Camino, the 
Alameda, and Middlefield the cross 
jarteries. The place where new plan- 
ning is needed is in the undevelop- 
ed area beyond the Alameda, as yet 
outside our city’s borders. Further, 
the city is fortunate in having excel- 
lent planning advice already avail- 
able. Our planning advisor has done 
technical work for both the State 
and local planning commissions. Our 
city engineer has been subdivision 
engineer on many large and out- 
standing planned communities, and 
has worked closely with professional 
planners. Our city manager has sery- 
ed on the County planning commis- 
sion. 


The present rezoning of the city 
is not much more than a revision 
and rationalization of the present 
zoning boundaries. It is not in it- 
self a new land use pattern, but con- 
sists only of minor alterations of 
boundaries to anticipate future reas- 
onable rezoning requests and to zone 
upward some areas which are at 
present under-zoned in relation to 
the present character of land de- 
|velopment. For this reason it seems 
more logical that the residents of 
the city rather than professional 
planners determine exactly the ex- 
tent to which the present boundaries 
are changed.

European women need much wider 
shoes than are usually worn here, so 
when buying shoes, look for the 
wide comfortable sizes. When a per- 
son has gone barefosted for some 
time the foot spreads, and narrow 
shoes can torture, rather than com- 
fort your friends. 


Shoes may be either new or second 
hand. Used shoes should have new 
scles and heels when necessary; a 
shine adds to their attractiveness: 
new laces for each pair and a can 
of shoe polish tucked inside helps. 


One way to find approximate 
shoe sizes of your friends overseas 
is to ask them to sit down, place 
foot on a paper and draw a pencil 
cutline of their larger foot, adding 

heir European size. With this in 
hand you may choose shoes large 
enough; if too large, insoles of 
cardboard may be added, or a pair 
to fit may be sent with the shoes. 
(A chart of European and cor- 
responding American sizes will 
follow later.) If you don’t know 
what size to send, and the shoes 
do not fit your friends, they have 
ways to exchange shoes over there. 


If you can possibly do so, please 
send goloshes or rubbers to fit the 
shoes. If that is impossible, send a 
tube of shoe grease—a leather pre- 
servative and waterproofing mater- 
ial, excellent to include with all 
shoes.
